12 40,000 Jews who one year ago battled the Nazis 
for 42 days in the Warsaw ghetto until the last Jew 
fell, were not the losers in that epic sttuggle. 
Although wiped out to the last man—after exacting 
a high toll of the foe—the triumph was theirs. Dragged 
to Warsaw from their homes in all occupied countries, 
they knew when they started the uprising that they could 
not personally survive the fight with the heavily-armed 
Hitlerites. But this very readiness to die made them 
superior to and stronger than their fascist enemies.

The knowledge held by these suffering Jews that fas- 
cism must be battled against to the last breath, armed 
them with the kind of weapons that no Nazi could take 
from them. 


The ghetto Jews knew that to die fighting fascism is 
the most glorious way to live, while to attempt to survive 
passively beneath the fascist yoke is in itself a form of 
death. 


This message the ghetto Jews, inspired by the feats 
of the Red Army, hoped their struggle would bring to the 
rest of humanity. That is why during those horrible yet 
wonderful 42 days, their one hope—and it was fulfilled !— 
was that some few of them might escape to tell the tale 
to the outside world. 

Can anyone, looking back upon those days in the 
Warsaw ghetto, still fail to understand what fascism 
means and that it must be fought until the monster is 
powerless ever to rise again?

“FREE ENTERPRISE” EXTENDED 


The Ickes proposal to distribute shares of stock 
as bonuses to veterans giving them title to those 


the Kilgore post-war bill, will convince only such 
monopoly interests as are seeking to lay their hands 


As Ickes puts it, the other alternative is to have 
those plants “merely turned over to be quietly 
throttled in the interest of an economy of scarcity 


—searce production, scarce opportunities and few 
jobs.” 


Far from joining in the cry of those who think 
that “free enterprise” or private ownership could 
be challenged, Ickes rejects the idea of continue‘ 
government ownership as a “negative answer.” He 
is seeking a way which would avoid the death- 
grip of monopoly and give vitality to the American 
principle of free enterprise.” 


We need hardly speculate on who would be in a 
position to purchase the bulk of government prop- 
erty even at knock-down prices. The question is 
simply whether the 20 billion in plants should be 
distributed among several dozen big purchasers or 
among 12 million Americans who fought, bled and 
were ready to die for the country. 

Even spokesmen of big business have never 
dared say that “free enterprise” means the con- 
centration of wealth in the hands of few. In this 
case it {s putting it in the hands of the few who 
would either keep it idle, junk it, or use it and junk 
older, but good, equipment. 

“Free enterprise,” as it is most widely talked 
about teday—and the accumulation of words on 
the subject is unprecedented—is understood to be a 
free opportunity for millions to earn a profit. 
Farmers are speaking up, and they demand an end 
to the throttling restrictions of the long chain of 
interests between them and the consumers. Small 
business groups talk the same way.

Of course, we have had much twisting of cap- 
italist economics to a point that would leave little 
room for new owners of property. President Rob- 
ert Gaylord of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, would have us understand that only if 
the rich get richer, is there a chance of a few 
extra crumbs to the common folks. It is hardly 
conceivable that he would give the Ickes plan even 
serious thought. He even rejected the invitation 
of Donald M. Nelson to participate in a post-war 
adjustment advisory committee. 

President Eric Johnston of the Chaniber of 
Commerce, on the other hand, has been doing a 
great deal of talking against monopoly practices 
and many other “sins” of his own people.
